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Vietnam’s 
martyrs 
enshrined —

SAN DIEGO — In a colorful, 
ritualistic ceremony Jan. 15, some 800 
members of the Vietnamese 
community at Holy Spirit parish and 
throughout the diocese honored their 
117 martyr-saints, canonized last 
June, and celebrated the dedication of 
a shrine to the saints. 

At the end of a more than three-hour 
ceremony, featuring an outdoor 
procession, a traditional royal 
ceremony of veneration and a Mass of 
dedication, Bishop Leo YT. Maher 
blessed the shrine located in the rear of 
Holy Spirit Church in Oak Park. 

The shrine, built in the style of a 
pagoda, features statues of three of the 
Vietnamese martyrs: St. Dominic 
Pham-Tronge-Kham, his brother St. 
Joseph Pham-Trong-Ta, and St. 
Dominic's son St. Luke Pham-Trong- 
Thin. 

The shrine also displays a tablet with 

engraved names of St. Dung-Lac and 
his 116 companions, including the 
Phams, and a receptacle containing 
relics of the Phams, as well as three 
other saints. 
_ The Phams, who were martyred in 
1859, are featured in the shrine 
because some of their descendents are 
parishioners at Holy Spirit Church, 
including the great-great grandson of 
one of the Pham martyrs. 

Just before the Mass, Father Joseph 
Vu, associate pastor of Holy Spirit 
parish, attired in native dress symbolic 
of a king, venerated the Vietnamese 
martyrs before the statues and relics in 
front of the altar.

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Churches 
shelter the 
homeless

PACIFIC BEACH — They sleep in 
doorways, stairwells and church 
courtyards when the downtown shelters 
are full. 

But during the winter months homeless 
people are welcomed by churches 
throughout San Diego County which 
open their doors to them on a two-week 
rotating basis. 

This program is organized by the 
Interfaith Shelter Network, which was 
initiated two years ago by the Regional 
Task Force on the Homeless, a group 
headed by San Diego Mayor Maureen 
O’Connor. 

St. Brigid Church, Pacific Beach, is 
providing overnight shelter this month to 
homeless people screened by local service 
agencies. 


The parish hall was a scene of 
relaxation and rapport among three 
homeless men and about a dozen 


volunteers from All Hallows Church who 
served them dinner and chatted during 
the meal like longtime friends. 

Two members of Clairemont Lutheran 
Church joined the group to observe the 
program for possible implementation in 
their parish next year: the Rev. David 
Jorstad, pastor, and Karen Hoeschen of 
the church’s social action committee. 

During the dinner conversation, one 
volunteer from All Hallows told a guest, 
““My. faith kept me going during the six 
months I was unemployed, with a wife 
and three children to support.”’ 


The guests praised the 
accommodations offered by local 
churches.

SAN DIEGO — The 10:30 a.m. 
liturgy at St. Joseph Cathedral Jan. 15 
took on a global dimension as eight 
languages were used in prayers and songs 
in the celebration observing National 
Migration Week Jan. 15. 

The Mass was followed by a reception 
honoring those who helped process some 
28,000 amnesty applications for 
undocumented residents in the San Diego 
diocesan _area. 

National Migration Week is promoted 


by the Office of Pastoral Care of Migrants 
and Refugees in Washington on behalf of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 

Many refugees and immigrants 
participated in the event, sponsored by 
Catholic Community Services’ 
Resettlement and Immigration office. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher was the principal 
celebrant of the Mass. Concelebrants 
were Father Frank Theriault, CSC, 
associate pastor of St. Joseph Cathedral; 
Father William Ortmann, in residence at 
the cathedral; Msgr. Raymond Moore, 
pastor of St. Patrick Church, Carlsbad; 


Father Miguel Diehl, associate pastor of 
St. John Church, Encinitas; and Father 
Marian Sikorski, associate pastor of St. 


Didacus Church, San Diego, and 
chaplain of the diocesan Polish 
community. 


Permanent Deacon Peter Nguyen, a 
native of Vietnam who serves at Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart Church, San 
Diego, assisted at the liturgy. 

In his homily Bishop Maher called on 
the assembly to welcome migrants as they 
welcome Christ in their hearts and 
become active in removing the causes of 
the “‘uprooting of millions of people from 


their lands of origin.” 

He exhorted the immigrants to entrust 
their sufferings to Mary who 
““experienced the pain of exile’’ in Egypt 
and whose faith journey led to the cross 
where she “‘joined the- sacrifice of Jesus.”’ 

Bishop Maher compared the 
immigrants’ leaving their native lands to 
the pilgrimage theme of salvation history, 
illustrated by Abraham’s call from God to 
leave his country and St. Paul’s image of 
Christians as exiles traveling toward their 
eternal destination. 

In his closing remarks, the bishop

SAN DIEGO — Many San Diegans 
commemorated the birthday of slain civil 
rights leader Martin Luther King Jr. by 
attending the annual parade held 
downtown Jan. 14. Within the Diocese of 
San Diego, Dr. King is _ being 
remembered through special services and 
rallies. 

The diocese, the San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference and several other 
organizations joined the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews in 
sponsoring an All-Peoples Breakfast at the 
Marriott Mission Valley Hotel Jan. 16, 
celebrating Dr. King’s birthday. The 
event drew 490 persons. 

Father Dennis Mikulanis, 
ecumenical and _interreligious 
officer, gave the invocation. Scripture 
readings on the themes of justice, peace 
and nonviolence were read by 
representatives of various traditions, 
including Christian, Jewish, Buddhist, 
Bahai and Unitarian. 

““Dr. King as a Baptist preacher spoke 
from the context of Scripture,’’ Don 
McAvoy, NCCJ executive director, told 
Southern Cross Jan. 17. ‘‘The ideas he 
proposed are inherent in all the world’s 
religions,’’ he added. 

An interracial group, the Bahai Youth 
Workshop, performed an_ interpretive 
dance on _ black-white relations, and 
Frederick Johnson, a sophomore at San 
Diego State University, dramatically read 
excerpts from Dr. King’s speeches. 

Local Catholic schools and parishes are 
commemorating Dr. King with a variety 
of events.

Deacon Threatt told the Southern Cross 
he believes others (non-blacks) are 
beginning to recognize Martin Luther 
King’s contributions.

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State bishops 
focus on ‘life and 
death’ issues 


When the California Legislature convened in 
December to open the 1989-90 session, several legislators 
cited providing better health care as an issue of great 
concern. 

This comes as no surprise, given the number of 
Californians lacking adequate health care and health 
insurance. An estimated 5.5 million people in the state 
have no form of health insurance, while an additional 2.1 
million undocumented workers and their families are 
without health coverage. Most of these uninsured people 
are the ‘‘working poor,’’ and women and children. 

Dealing with health-care concerns, plus addressing a 
range of ‘“‘life and death’’ issues from abortion to 
euthanasia to capital punishment, also top the public 
policy agenda of California’s Catholic bishops for this 
legislative session. At the same time, the bishops have 
made a commitment to work for policies promoting a just 
and sustainable agriculture. 

Here’s how the bishops hope to address some specific 
issues: 

@ On abortion, the bishops will continue to resist 
public funding for abortions. 

e On complex ethical questions emerging from 
advanced medical technology, such as artificial provision 
of nutrition and hydration and euthanasia, the bishops 
will witness to Catholic teaching, stressing the sanctity of 
human life and protection of the dignity and autonomy of 
patients. 


The bishops hope to provide education, analysis and 
ethical reflection on these and other contemporary health- 
care questions to help educate the public and legislators, 
so that no new laws will be made on issues where 
understanding and agreement are lacking, even among 
experts. They plan to hold public hearings to receive 
testimony from health care and bioethics experts, and 
eventually develop a pastoral letter on health care 
concerns. 

® On the therapeutic use of fetal tissue and 
anencephalic babies, surrogate parenting, and school- 
based clinics, the bishops plan to respond to the moral 
dimensions of these issues, hoping to influence legislation 
from the Catholic perspective of respect for human life 
and protection of the family as the foundation of society. 

© On AIDS, the bishops hope to apply the principles 
and guidelines for public policy they issued in January 
1988. This includes backing legislative efforts which 
support and promote AIDS education, community-based 
services, disability and health-care coverage, and rights to 
employment, housing, insurance, transportation and 
education. 

@ On capital punishment, based on their 1985 
statement opposing use of the death penalty, the bishops 
will oppose the resumption of executions in the state, 
urging Gov. George Deukmejian to prevent executions 
from taking place. 

¢ On agriculture, the bishops will back efforts to 
support family farming, to oppose concentration of farm 
ownership and the industrialization of agriculture, to 
promote the effective regulation of pesticides and other 
toxic chemicals, and to support the economic rights of 
farmers and farm workers. 

Continuing priorities for the bishops, though not 
directly related to public policy, are implementing the 
Regional Pastoral Plan for Hispanic Ministry approved 
last April, and a three-year action plan to promote 
Catholic schools in California. 

As a new legislative session begins, it’s important to 
examine why the bishops are involved in public policy- 
making and their criteria for selecting public policy issues 
to address. 

The bishops strive to influence public policy as pastors 
and teachers, not as politicians or lobbyists. Their aim is 
to witness with a prophetic voice on political issues which 
have moral consequences, not only to influence law- 
making, but to enable people to form their own 
consciences and to help them participate responsibly in 
the social, economic and political arenas. 

The bishops are also involved in public policy 
discussions to help build a common moral vision for 
California from the perspective of Catholic teaching. This 
vision includes proclaiming the sacredness of life from

entitlement to civil and economic rights.

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Do they deserve 50% raise? 


For five years, this columnist served as an elected 
trustee of the Poway Unified School district. It was my 
only venture into politics, as such, and it was an 
exhilarating experience. Running for election was sheer 
delight; serving the term was very frustrating. 

The most frustrating part of the job was the annual 
negotiations with the teachers’ union. We knew they 
deserved more money and smaller class sizes, but there 
simply wasn’t enough money for everything. They were 
barely keeping up with the Cost of Living Index. 

So, Congress, the Supreme Court, the President and 
other high federal officials now want a 50% increase in 
their salaries. 

Could you imagine what we, or any board of trustees, 
would have said if the teachers had asked for a 50 percent 
increase in one year? They would ask for maybe 10 or 12 
percent and end up with, perhaps, three or four percent. 

Last year, the nurses in the University of California 
medical facilities asked for a 30 percent increase, spread 
over two or three years. Anita Sannito, who served on the 
university’s negotiating team, was completely amazed at 
the demand. 

What did the nurses finally agree to? In San Diego they 
received a 3x3 increase, that is, three percent increase last 
year and three percent this year. In Los Angeles it was 
slightly higher, but nowhere near 30 percent. 

Now, how should we react if the teachers and nurses 
ask for a 50 percent increase next year? 

Should the major elected and appointed federal 
officeholders get 50 percent this year, a year of budget- 
tightening and out-of-control federal debt? 

As part of the rationale, we are told that they would

give up their lucrative practice of public appearances and 
speeches for which they get exorbitant fees from special 
interest groups. They give them up, anyway, since they 
reek of bribery and corruption. ; 

It has been estimated that you would need a trust fund 
in excess of $1 million if you were to live at the same high 
standard of living that our elected members of Congress 
enjoy. 

We are told that they should be in the same salary 
frame as other people who have their duties and 
responsibilities. Well, look at the members of Parliament 
in Canada and the United Kingdom. They serve for a 
comparative pittance, honored to be in public service and 
serving their country and countrymen. 

Still, to be fair, we must ask ourselves, ‘‘Do they 
deserve a 50 percent increase?’’ Cost of living increases 
are understood by any union man or woman. Other 
increases should come only for increased productivity or 
merit. That would be difficult to prove, in this case. 

So, teachers, nurses, teamsters and the rest, consider 
demanding a 50 percent increast in your wages and 
salaries when it comes to negotiations in 1989. And throw 
in some great demands for medical-dental-optical 
insurance and guaranteed pension plans. If it’s good 
enough for Congress ....

AIDS is not God’s punishment 


The rabbinical story recalls: ‘“The rabbi asks one of his 
students, ‘When can one know that the night has ended 
and the day has begun?’ One student suggests, ‘It is that 
moment when you can tell the difference between a sheep 
and a dog.’ The rabbi replied, ‘That isn’t it.’ 

“‘Another student responds, ‘Is it when you can see the 
difference between a fig tree and an olive tree?’ ‘Not that 
either,’ says the Rabbi. 

‘“* ‘Rather,’ he says, ‘it is that moment when you can 
look at a face never seen before and recognize the stranger 
as a brother or sister. Until that moment, no matter how 
bright the day, it is still night.’ ”’ 

The challenge to look into the face of a person with 
AIDS and see there a brother or sister is becoming more 
strained because of growing myths about AIDS and those 
who suffer from this disease. 

The myths are manifold. The Rev. Jerry Falwell 
perpetuates one: ‘‘AIDS is a lethal judgment of God on 
the sin of homosexuality, and it is the judgment of God on 
America for endorsing this vulgar, perverted and 
reprobate lifestyle’’ (in his ‘“Liberty Report’’ on 1987). 

Falwell asserts that ‘‘God destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah primarily because of the sin of homosexuality 


Another myth regarding AIDS maintains that since the 
medical communities have failed to find a cure for the 
disease, AIDS is ‘‘divinely motivated”’ and thus escapes a 
cure. 

Another myth extends God’s vengeance even further 
by insisting that those with AIDS have brought this 
disease upon themselves by a willful misuse of their 
bodies, either by drugs or sex; and thus is God punishing 
these people with his wrath. 

These myths need carful analysis. 

Biblical writers had no concept at all of a person being 
constitutionally homosexual. The biblical writers 
assumed that all persons were “‘by nature’’ heterosexual. 

It makes no sense at all, then, to assert that God 
condemns the orientation of homosexuality. There is no 


scriptural foundation for such charges.

The 1975 document of the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith (Rome) ‘‘Declaration on Certain 
Questions Concerning Sexual Ethics’’ teaches that not 
every homosexual person is ‘“‘personally responsible’ for 
this condition (n 8). 

This is a critical point. The Christian theological and 
pastoral approach to those who are ill and suffering does 
not consist in condemning them for the causes of their 
sickness, or to imply fault, or to say that God has caused 
them to be sick. 

There are certain behaviors which can lead, e.g., to 
cirrhosis of the liver (drinking), to lung cancer (smoking), 
to a heart attack (over-eating). 

People might well be culpable in some ways for these 
behaviors. Our Christian pedagogy does not lead us to 
conclude that God is punishing such people for their 
behavior. 

To approach AIDS in such a way is a radical departure 
from our traditional understanding of the meaning of 
suffering. 

On Christmas Day 1988, Pope John Paul II’s Urbi et 
Orbi blessing included direct references to those who suffer 
from AIDS: “‘I think of them all, and to all of them I say: 
Do not lose hope.”’ 

In particular he said that those with AIDS are ‘‘called 
to face the challenge not only of their sickness but also the 
mistrust of a fearful society that instinctively turns away 
from them.”’

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Pro-lifers 
heartened 
by ruling

WASHINGTON — Preparing to 
mark the anniversary of legalized 
abortion nationwide, pro-lifers were 


heartened by a Jan. 9 Supreme Court 
decision to consider a Missouri law 
restricting abortion, but were 
disappointed with a statement the same 
day by U.S. Surgeon General C. Everett 
Koop. 

Pro-life and church sources welcomed 
the Supreme Court’s decision to consider 
the Missouri law, which declares that life 
begins at conception, bans abortions at 
public hospitals, prohibits public funding 
of abortions and adds other restrictions. 

But pro-lifers were disappointed when 
Koop, who opposes abortion, sent a letter 
to President Reagan saying that Koop 
would not issue a long-awaited study on 
the mental and physical health effects of 
abortion on women because the evidence 
on any such effects was inconclusive. 

Abortion opponents scheduled their 
annual March for Life in Washington for 
Jan. 23 to mark the anniversary of the 
Jan. 22, 1973, Supreme Court Roe vs. 
Wade decision legalizing abortion. 

March for Life invited George Bush to 
address the crowd. Nellie J. Gray, 
president of the march, said that as of Jan. 6 
she had not received a reply. President 
Reagan the past several years has addressed 
the March for Life crowd via a telephone 
hookup from the White House. 

The Reagan administration in 
November asked the high court to take 
the Missouri case and to consider it as a 
vehicle for overturning Roe vs. Wade. 

The state of Missouri, in seeking 
Supreme Court intervention, also 
requested that the high court reconsider 
the 1973 ruling: 

‘‘I’m_ cautiously hopeful that 
acceptance of this case signals a new 
willingness by the Supreme Court to 
reconsider the line of cases on abortion 
which begins with Roe vs. Wade,”’ said 
Mark E. Chopko, general counsel for the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

“The right to life of the unborn was 
first lost in the courts; I believe that right 
will be finally gained back in the courts,”’ 
said Samuel Lee, state legislative 
chairman for Missouri Citizens for Life. 

In conjunction with the March for Life, 
women who have had abortions planned a 
““Rachel’s Rescue’? at an unidentified 
Washington-area abortion clinic Jan. 23 
in hopes of preventing women from 
entering the clinic.

-“* Military services face 
shortage of chaplains

WASHINGTON — When Marine 
Lance Cpl. Dennis Rochford was 
wounded in Vietnam, his platoon leader, 
2nd Lt. Ray Smith, thought he’ would 
never see him again. 

Today, Col. Ray Smith, commander of 
the Eighth Marine Regiment, is‘ elated. 
His former radioman has returned to 


serve with the Marine Corps as Father ., 


Dennis Rochford, the chaplain of the 
22nd Marine Expeditionary Unit. 

“*The sea services need more chaplains 
like Father Rochford if its half-million 
Catholics are to have their spiritual needs 
met,’’ ‘said Navy Chief of Chaplains, 
Rear Adm. Alvin B. Koeneman. 

Koeneman would like the sea 
services, currently short some 100 
Catholic ‘chaplains, to identify more 
future chaplains from its-own ranks. He 
has asked all Catholic chaplains to 
promote vocation awareness Jan. 22-29. 

The military, with its predominantly 
youthful population, has proven to be a 
rich source of religious vocations. 

“Initial studies indicate that more than 
3 percent of the priestly vocations in the 
United States come from the military 
services,’’ reports Father Gene Gomulka, 
a Navy chaplain who serves as head of the 
Ecclesiastical Relations and Recruitment 
Branch for the Navy Chief of Chaplains. 

The 680 Catholic chaplains currently 
on active duty in the military represent 
only 1.3 percent of American Catholic 
priests. “‘Steps must be taken now- to 
insure that more priests with military 
backgrounds return as _ military 
chaplains,’’ Chaplain Gomulka said. 

Hoping that bishops, vocation directors 
and personnel boards will take note of the 
Navy’s efforts to promote vocations, 
Chaplain Gomulka said: ‘‘The military is 
a major source of priestly vocations. For 
the good of their own dioceses, bishops 
and personnel boards would be wise to 


’ release priests to serve as role models in 


the military.”’ 

Chaplain Gomulka has identified a 
large number of active duty personnel 
and military dependents who have 
become priests. Some examples include 
Father James Dowds, an Oblate of St. 
Francis de Sales, and Father Robert 
Schaller, a priest of the La Crosse diocese. 
Both were former sailors who attribute 
their interest in the priesthood to their 
Navy Catholic chaplains. 

Father Justin Langille, vocations 
director for the San Diego diocese, and 
Deacon’ James Watkins, soon to be 
ordained a priest for the Archdiocese of 
Washington, are both sons of former 
Navy. admirals. 
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Stuart Swetland, a graduate of the 
Naval Academy who converted to 
Catholicism while on active duty, is 
currently studying for the Diocese of 
Peoria at Mount Saint Mary’s Seminary 
in Emmitsburg, Md. : 

The Archdiocese for the Military 
Services hopes. to identify personnel and 
dependents from all services who can 
serve as future chaplains. To achieve this 
goal, the archdiocese has developed the 
Co-Sponsorship Program. In this 
program, a diocese accepts a candidate 
whom it agrees to release for military 
service three years after ordination. Upon 
completion of active service, the priest 
will return to his sponsoring diocese. 

Financial assistance for co-sponsored 
seminarians will vary from diocese to 
diocese. On Jan. 22 or 29, Catholics in 


* the sea services will be asked to contribute 


to a fund intended to help co-sponsored 
seminarians who may have particularly 
high seminary expenses. 

Retired Chief of Chaplains, Msgr. 
John R. McNamara, has written to all 
retired chaplains requesting their 
support. According to Msgr..McNamara, 
who is now the pastor of St. Brigid 
Church in South Boston, ‘‘A young man 
should not be prevented from becoming a 
priest and a Navy chaplain because of 
financial reasons.”’ 

The critical shortage of Catholic Navy 
chaplains is also being addressed by the 


early release of personnel who want to be . 


chaplains. If a sailor or marine can be 
accepted as a candidate for the Co- 
Sponsorship Program, he may submit a 
request through his commanding officer 
to be released early for the purpose of 
returning as an active duty Catholic 
chaplain. Currently, two sailors have 
been released early to be co-sponsored by 
the dioceses of Rockville-Centre and 
Buffalo. 

The 1.7 million American Catholic 
service members and dependents in the 
military services represent about 3.2 
percent of the American Catholic 
population. Some 48 percent of American 
dioceses have less than 2 percent of their 
priests in the military. Fewer priests are 
being granted permission to serve as 
military chaplains. The number of 
Catholic active duty military chaplains 
has decreased by 25 percent over the last 
eight years. 

With the belief that military Catholics 


-deserve the same. degree of priestly 


ministry as their fellow Catholics within 
their dioceses, chaplain recruiters would 


_ like to increase the number of priests in 
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the military. 

The Naval service is working hard to 
promote vocation awareness. 

Some 20 Catholic Navy chaplains will 
return to their dioceses and_ religious 
communities in 1989. With only five 
priests currently recruited to take their 
place, the Navy needs to recruit 15 more 


priests before the July Chaplain School 
course begins, if it is to’ replace its losses. 

If a priest is willing to serve for three 
years or more, or if a young man would 
like to be a co-sponsored seminarian who 
will later serve as a Navy chaplain, he

FFC bans explicit material 


WASHINGTON — Morality in 
Media and the American Family 
Association praised the Federal 
Communications Commission action 
extending to 24 hours a day its ban on 
sexually explicit material as demanded by 
Congress in a spending bill signed by 
President Reagan Oct. 1, 1988. 

The move was deemed constitutionally 
suspect by one FCC commissioner, 
Patricia Diaz Dennis. She expressed 
“*serious doubts’’ about whether it could 
be upheld. 

The media watchdog groups, while 
praising the move, criticized the FCC for 
generally not safeguarding the airwaves 
from objectionable materials. 

In announcing its policy, the FCC said 
the language of the appropriations bill 
‘‘affords us no discretion ... and we will 
now enforce the indecency restrictions 24 
hours a day.”’ 

Previously, the FCC had declared that 
broadcasts between midnight and 6 a.m. 
would be safe from sanctions by the 
agency. Critics saw the agency’s 
designation of a six-hour safe harbor for 


questionable materials as overstepping it 
bounds. ; 

In questioning the constitutionality of 
the new policy, Ms. Dennis said that 
recent court rulings have upheld First 
Amendment protection of indecent 
broadcasts and ‘‘suggest that the courts 
would not uphold an outright ban on the 
broadcast of indecent speech.”’ 

Joseph Reilly, president of Morality in 
Media, which was founded by Jesuit 
Father Morton Hill, said in a telephone 
interview that he ‘‘applauded the ban’’ 
and said that in establishing a safe harbor 
the FCC had ‘‘overstepped Congress.’’ 

Reilly also said only three of the five 
commission spots are filled and urged 
President-elect George Bush to appoint 
“intelligent, objective, balanced 
individuals not from the communications 
industry to these vacancies.”’ 

The Rev. Donald E. Wildmon, head of 
the American Family Association, 
doubted whether the FCC would enforce 
its own ban. 

Mr. Wildmon, a United Methodist 
minister who founded the Tupelo, 


Miss.-based association as the National 
Federation for Decency, said that in 
banning indecency, the FCC did ‘“‘what 
Congress had told them to do, what is the 
law and has been since 1938.’’ 

He criticized the FCC for a reluctance 
to act on complaints. 

“In the last 12 years, according to its 


own Statistics, it has received 240,000 


complaints,’” Mr. Wildmon said, and 
“thas fined one station.”’ 

The one sanction was against Kansas 
City’s KZKC-TV, an _ independent 


station, which was fined $2,000 for 


showing the soft porn movie ‘‘Private 
Lessons,’’ he said. 

The FCC defines indecent material as 
that which ‘‘in context, depicts or 
describes, in terms patently offensive as 
measured by community standards for 
the broadcast medium, sexual or 
excretory activities or organs.”’ 

Obscene broadcasts, which do not 
enjoy constitutional protection, are 
defined as those that appeal to the 
prurient interest and lack serious, artistic, 
literary, political or. scientific value. 


Book deals with contemplation 


Seeking The Face Of God by 
William H. Shannon; NY: Crossroad, 
1988 (174 pp, $11.95 hb). 


Father William Shannon calls this “‘... 
a book about prayer and more specifically 
about contemplation.’’ It is that, but 
because of its structure, it becomes 
something more. 

Father Shannon constructs most of the 
book around a 12th century work by 
Guigo II, a Carthusian prior, called 
‘‘Scala Claustralium’’ (The Ladder of 
Monks). The ladder was a common 
literary device for spiritual writers of the 
time. Each rung of the ladder was a step 
toward union with God. For Guigo, the 
rungs were lectio (reading), meditatio 
(meditation), oratio (prayer) and 
contemplatio (contemplation). Not 
original with Guigo, these four steps have 
become the classic approach to the 
spiritual life. 

Father Shannon provides the modern 
reader with some valuable background 


and clarification. This is necessary 


because until recent centuries, almost all 


spiritual works were written for those in 
religious life, often for contemplatives. 
The vocabulary and ideas were clearly 
understood by the intended audience. 
They aren’t so clear now. Father 
Shannon notes, for instance, that 
meditation and contemplation, which are 


. quite distinct, are often considered the 


same thing today. 


Having established the background, 
Father Shannon discusses the principles 
behind each rung. He then explains how 
to apply those same principles to the 
spiritual life today. This is where the book 
becomes something more than a book 
about prayer. 

What Father Shannon has done is to 
build a bridge — a bridge linking Guigo’s 
world to ours. By explaining the 
principles underlying Guigo’s work, he 
opens up centuries of spiritual writing to 
us that has used those same principles and 
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the same vocabulary. We can now read 
much of that older writing with a new 
understanding and a realization of how 
much we have in common with our 
spiritual past. 

Having discussed Guigo’s four rungs, 
Father Shannon adds a fifth rung that he 
calls operatio (action). He describes this 
as “*... engagement or involvement in the 
kind of action that will contribute to the 
bettering of the social conditions that 
affect people’s lives.’’ A chapter is 
devoted to further explaining this rung. 

Father Shannon closes the book with a 
chapter drawing parallels between 
Guigo’s (and his) ladder, and a concept of 


‘Gandhi's called ‘‘Satyagraha,’’ a Sanskrit _ 


word meaning ‘‘firmness in the truth.”’ 
For Father Shannon, in this most 
personal part of the book, the way to live 
this concept is to follow the path of 
nonviolence. Whether one agrees with 
this conclusion or not, there is so much 
that is enlightening and incisive in this 
book that it should not be missed.

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National effort seeks to 
foster peace and justice

SAN DIEGO — A leadership team has 
been formed in the San Diego diocese to 
implement a new nationwide effort here 
to help raise the consciousness of youth 
and young adults to justice and peace 
issues, including putting them in contact 
with victims of injustice. 

Global Horizons, which seeks to foster 
the peace and justice component of 
ministry with youth and young adults, is 
a multi-year plan co-sponsored by 


Catholic Relief Services, the National . 


Federation for Catholic Youth Ministry, 
Maryknoll and the Center for Youth 
Ministry Development. 

The process seeks to help youth and 
young adults: 

® Realize action for justice is 
grounded in the Gospels and is essential 
for being a Christian. 

© Become aware of the Catholic social 
vision. 

© Develop attitudes that give priority 
to the dignity of all human life. 

© Be involved in action for justice — 
locally, nationally and internationally. 

The first step in the process begins with 
a regional training institute for diocesan 
leadership. 

In November 1988, a delegation drawn 
from the San Diego offices of youth 
ministry, young adult ministry, campus 
ministry and religious education attended 
a regional meeting in Orange County. 

Ken Stonecipher, associate director of 
young adult ministry and member of the 
diocesan leadership team, said the 
training institute covered the foundations 
and principles of justice ministry for 
youth and young adults and gave 
suggestions for implementing Global 
Horizons. 

The purpose of the diocesan leadership 
team, said Stonecipher, is to coordinate 
workshops for parish school and campus 
ministry teams to implement Global 


Horizons. 

Currently, the diocesan team is 
examining ways to share the information 
acquired from the regional institute with 
their colleagues in the diocese. 

Stonecipher explained one of the most 
important aspects of the regional institute 
was learning about the “‘pastoral circle,’’ 
a method of social analysis. 

The pastoral circle represents the 
relationships between four mediations of 
experience: insertion, a lived experience; 
social analysis, questions and discussions 


about the experience; theological. 


reflection, what Scripture says; and 
pastoral planning, or some type of action. 

“Global Horizons could change the 
world. It could teach young people they 
can make a difference in the world and 
empower them to make that difference,”’ 
said Stonecipher. 

' Stonecipher said the diocese will be 
hosting a Justice and Peace Institute in 
October for all youth and young adults. 

‘‘We want to educate people, not just 
have them do service,”’ he said. 

Father Michael McKay, director of 
campus ministry for the University of San 
Diego and also a member of the diocesan 
leadership team, added, ‘‘Global 
Horizons seeks to put the Gospel values 
behind service.”’
